ulars, the latter under the subcom­ 
mand of Colonel Reyes. 
Captain Sm ith, 
commanding 
the 
Am erican cavalry patrol ou the bor- 
(1, r. issued a warning to 
the com­ 
manders not to permit firing across 
the line. 
Three additional troops of 
Am erican cavalry, making a total of 
live, arrived during the 
night 
from 
Fort lluaehuca, bringing sev ral ma­ 
chine guns. 
The fighting throughout the morn­ 
ing was all at long range. 
The rebel 
sharp-shooters in the hills poured a 
rain of bullets into the town. 
Scores 
of residents barricaded their homes, 
although the m ajority 
tied 
to tlie . 
Am erican side of the border. 
Colonel 
lb yes and General Kosterlitzky's men 
returned the fire 
ineffectively, 
be­ 
cause they were unable to locate the 
enemy except by the puffs ot smoke 
in the hills. 
The American side of 
the border was thronged with inter­ 
ested spectators of the battle, regard­ 
less of the warning of the Am erican 
cavalry officers to keep 
away from 
the tiring line 
The Am erican cav­ 
alry is guarding the border closely to 
pn vent firing across the line. 
Cap­ 
tain Sm ith declined to 
state what 
action lie w ill take if his orders in 
this respect are violated. 
M any windows in Nogales. Sonora, 
w ire broken, biu until there is a lull 
in the firing it is apparently impos­ 
sible to learn definitely whether the 
casualties are heavy or not, although 
several wounded have already been 
brought to the Am erican side. 
'Phe firing ceased about noon 
It is 
reported that several more

Fu jita has received a letter from

, forming him that he had been grant- 
j ed a scholarship, of $300 per year, 
¡w hich w ill come within $100 of pay- 
1 ing his expenses. 
He expects to re- 


chargem ain at the seminary for three years, 
at the end of which time he will be 
ordained a m inister of the Congrega­ 
tional church. 
“ It means a good deal to tlie sem­ 
inary,” says the president in his let­ 
ter, "to have a 
Japanese 
student 
coming to us who was converted to 
C hristianity through tlie medium ot 
Mr. Neishima, an honored student of 
the sem inary in years gone by. 
Per­ 
mit me, in behalf of the faculty, to 
assure you that when you arrive in 
Cambridge next t’ali, if you come, we 
will give yen a very warm and affec­ 
tionate Christian welcome."

money to pay liis way to

inary.
